It only takes one cigar stub, 
one m atch or one campfire left un­ 
guarded to start 
a 
fire that might 
sweep the Santa Ana mountains from 
one end to the other. 
By fire trails 
and forethought in arranging for fire­ 
fighters we can head off or stop many 
disastrous fires, but everybody knows 
that fires in our mountains menace 
life and property and once a fire starts 
it is impossible for any man to say 
w here it is going to quit. 
The growth 
on our m ountains is so thick and the 
m ountains 
are 
so 
rough that the 
range, with the wind 
back 
of 
the 
flames, m ay be swept by any fire that 
is started even in the lower foothills 
on private property. 
“The forest service is doing every­ 
thing possible everywhere this year 
to call the attention of the public to 
the fact that a fire may destroy a lot 
of food products. 
In other words, any 
person who is careless in tile moun­ 
tains with things that start fires is 
playing into the hands of the enemy. 
No Reason for Mercy 
“Last year we made a num ber of 
arrests of cam pers who left campfires 
without seeing that tile fire was abso­ 
lutely out. 
Til is year we are going to 
use every kind 
of 
a 
precaution to 
watch camps, and it may as well he 
said now as any time th at we are not 
going to show the slightest mercy to 
any cam per guilty 
under 
the 
law. 
Campfires must be put out before the 
camp is left. 
T hat m eans that the 
campfire cannot be left for five min­ 
utes. 
It only takes one gust of wind 
to whirl a blazing twig on to some 
grass, and that one gust is flip gust we 
must have the co-operation of cam p­ 
ers in guarding against. 
“The grass in the foothills is long. 
| W e have had so few’ fires that there is 
lots of inflammable stuff along all of 
! the canyons. 
Unusual care is neces­ 
sary. W e wont and urge the public to 
! make every proper use of tile forest 
i territory. ( We will give every reason-

18,000,000 votes ’’freely cast and fairly 
counted, pursuant

law, by uni­ 
versal.

suffrage." 
In this triumph

self­ 
government, in a nation 
almost 
as 
populous as theirs, and more hetero­ 
geneous, the Russians may perceive 
the goal of their own political striving. 
Our envoy upheld no claims of per­ 
fection. 
But lie drove home the main 
fact: 
“With 
many 
shortcomings, 
many mistakes, 
many imperfections, 
we have still maintained order and 
respect for law, individual freedom 
and national independence.’’ These are 
ideals which the 
Russians 
hold 
in 
common with us. 
But to attain them, 
Mr Root recognized, it is not neces­ 
sary that 
Russia 
should 
copy 
us 
blindly. 
Institutions, though the same 
in spirit, must vary in form to fit the 
nations they are meant for. and so he 
assumed that ‘as we have developed 
our institutions to suit the needs of 
our national character and life, 
so 
Russia will develop her own institu­ 
tions to serve her peculiar needs. 
Mr. Root has begun auspiciously as 
un interpreter of free and orderly 
America to free and disorderly Russia. 
He has clinched 
his 
presentation of 
American ideals by telling tile Rus­ 
sians: 
"We have already begun to 
fight for jo u r freedom equally with 
our own, anil we ask you to fight for 
our freedom equally with jours. 
This 
frank bid for national 
comradeship 
should make a strong appeal to the 
naturally honest, brave and simple- 
hearted Russian character. 
Recent reports 
from 
Russia are 
more hopeful. 
The great Slav nation 
may turn again and fight our common 
enemy, thereby rendering 
our 
own 
task tar easier. 
It may save itself 
from anarchy. 
How much of the new 
trend is due to the American envoy 
and his associates we cannot tell. 
It’ 
they succeed in turning Russia into 
the course of an American Revolution 
and enabling it to escape a French 
Revolution, they will deserve the ever­ 
lasting gratitude of mankind.
